of Cuibad, Juarez and E l Paso. This 
government is disposed now, as it 
always has been, to seek an immedi­

Or he would command 
that he cease. Or. he would cross his 
legs, and he would com m and him to 
put forth both feet on the floor. Or 
the prisoner would slouch in his chair, 
and he would be com manded to sit 
erect. 
Invariably Desmond would find a 
dozen trifling things th a t the prisoner 
would be commanded to do. And un­ 
consciously he would comply, thus 
giving his questioner-to-be m astery, 
unconsciously, over him.

Corrosive sublimate is used at the 
rate of 1-1,000 for one and one-half to 
two hours. 
Dissolve two ounces of the 
salt in hot water and dilute to 15 gal­ 
lons. 
This is a deadly poison. 
Use 
with great care. 
It must also be kept 
in wood, porcelain, or glass vessels, 
as it attacks metal. 
It is more effec­ 
tive than formaldehyde, particularly 
against rhizoctonia and powdery scab. 
Do not use the same solution more 
than three times, as the strength 
diminishes with each lot of potatoes 
soaked. 
To treat large quantities, set sev­ 
eral barrels on a slightly elevated plat­ 
form. Fit a plug in a hole in the bot­ 
tom of each barrel, fill with potatoes. 
cover with solution, let stand two 
hours, draw* off solution, and pour into 
another barrel. 
Increase the number 
of barrels in proportion to the quan­ 
tity to be treated. 
Another method 
is to use a large wooden vat or trougn, 
into which the potatoes in sacks are 
lowered by a rope and pulley and later 
hauled out, drained, and dried on slat­ 
ted racks. 
Seed potatoes may be treated sev­ 
eral weeks before planting, provided 
they are not reinfected by storing in 
old containers or storage bins. 
Sprouted potatoes are Injured by 
treatment, but will throw' out newr 
sprouts. 
In general, however, pota­ 
toes will not be injured by follow ag 
the above directions. 
Many growers 
believe germination is improved by 
treatment.

Clearly, therefore, the most impor­ 
tant precaution against these diseases 
is to select clean, disease-free seed 
potatoes from healthy, vigorous plants, 
as determined by field inspection dur­ 
ing the growing season and at harvest. 
Seed treatment should then be applied 
as an additional precaution. 
Soil Conditions and Potato Diseases. 
Soil conditions have an important re­ 
lation to potato tuber discases, and 
many of these are widely spread 
throughout the country, perhaps na­ 
tive to some soils. 
Common scab is 
favored by a neutral or slightly al­ 
kaline soil, and seldom gives trouble in 
acid soils. 
It is therefore increased 
by liming and by fresh stable manure, 
wood ashes, and alkaline fertilizers, 
such as nitrate of soda and ground 
bone, while acid phosphate and sul­ 
phate of ammonia tend to diminish 
scab. 
Rhizoctonia occurs to some extent 
in n e a r l y all soils, but appears to at­ 
tack potatoes most when the condi­ 
tions are unfavorable to the best de­ 
velopment of the potato plant.

Riggs hoids the record of fifty-six con­ 
secutive hours in rescue work in a 
mine after an explosion. 
Mr. Riggs 
states there are 800 first aid men in 
the state of Missouri, in different min­ 
ing districts, who have been instructed 
by him and his corps of assistants. 
In the bureau of mines 
car 
are 
shown all the appliances and safety 
devices used in rescue w'ork. 
There 
is also a cage of canary birds, used to 
detect the presence of the deadly car­ 
bon monoxide gas in mines. 
In in­ 
vestigating dangerous mines, the in­ 
vestigator carries 
a 
specially 
built 
small cage holding the canary bird, 
which is twenty times more suscept­ 
ible to the gas than man and shows 
its effects before 
men 
realize 
the 
presence of the deadly gas. 
When 
the bird begins to show' indications of 
asphyxiation, an air-tight door in the 
cage is closed and oxygen turned into 
the cage from a small tank on top 
This revives the canary. In the large 
cage in the coach is Goldie, a canary 
that has been taken into mines 150 
times, overcome 
by 
gas 
seventeen 
times and revived and has been the 
means of saving the lives of eighty 
six men. 
Department of Agriculture. 
The coach containing the exhibits 
of the United States department of 
agriculture, the bureau of animal in­ 
dustry and the forest service, are very 
interesting. In the car is a large wea­ 
ther map, such as is used in the gov­ 
ernment weather stations, showing 
daily the high and low' pressure areas, 
the temperature readings 
and 
the 
amount of rainfall over the United 
States. 
The forest service exhibit 
is 
de­ 
signed to bring out the features of 
service w*ork which have to do sp e c i­ 
fically with the conservation of life 
and property, namely, forest fire pre­ 
vention and watershed protection. 
How brush is piled and burned after 
logging on a national forest timber 
sale area as a means of disposing of 
inflammable material is shown in sev­ 
eral 
transparencies 
and 
bromides. 
The use of the heliograph for report­ 
ing fires and the employment of fire 
towers, 
lookout 
houses, 
telephones 
and tool boxes, with their fire fighting 
equipment and emergency rations, are 
also illustrated. 
A model of an ideal national forest, 
measuring five by six feet, shows in 
miniature many of the activities which 
have been described and, in addition, 
the various other uses of the national 
forests, such as the sale of timber, 
grazing of live stock, 
the 
lease 
of 
w'ater powder sites, and the construc­ 
tion of bridges, trails, roads, telephone 
lines ,fire lines, and lookout houses. 
A map of the United States show's 
where the 153 national forests are sit­ 
uated. A chart of "Seven Don’ts" for 
fire prevention is 
prominently 
dis­ 
played. 
Exhibit of Reclamation Service. 
An exhibit by the reclamation ser­ 
vice, the irrigation and home-making 
branch of the government, is shown in 
another roach. 
The exhibit includes a model of an 
irrigated farm, and pictures of the im­ 
mense crops raised by irrigation, and 
of the large structures built, includ­ 
ing: 
The Arrow'rock dam, the highest in 
the world, 548 feet high. 
The Elephant Butte dam on the Rio 
Grande, forming the largest irrigation 
reservoir in the United States, enough 
water being stored to cover the state 
of Delaware to a depth of nearly two 
feet. 
The Grand river dam, the longest 
roller crest dam in the United States, 
originally designed and contracted for 
in Germany, but finally buiU in this 
country. 
The exhibit will be explained by W 
I. Swanton and Elmer McIntosh, w'ho 
are in charge of this exhibit for tho 
government. 
Naval Car Interesting. 
The naval car is intensely interest­ 
ing, in view' of the 
stirring 
events 
now' occupying 
the 
minds 
of 
the 
United States. In the exhibit are ac­ 
tual war apparatus w'hich has been 
used in our navy. There is a cannon, 
technically called a six pound rifle, 
which shoots a six pound projectile. 
This gun was on one of the warships 
which shelled the snipers out of the 
naval academy at Very Cruz, Mexico, 
when the United States occupied the 
port in 1914. 
There is a life sized 
Whitehead torpedo, 
the same 
kind 
that sunk so many battle ships and 
other seacraft. 
This 
torpedo 
was 
used a number of times in na\al target 
practice, finally discarded and secur­ 
ed for exhibition purposes 
on 
the 
safety first special. 
The government 
engineer 
corps, 
the body of men which makes it pos­ 
sible for an army to move, have a 
splendid exhibit, which will show* the 
observer the vital necessity of this 
branch of the army. In the same car 
i3 the exhibit of the medical depart­ 
ment of the army, showing the modern 
apparatus used in service. 
There is 
shown a working model of the ap* 
paratus used in transporting wounded

The Public Health Service. 
The public health service depart­ 
ment has a most interesting exhibit. 
Tile major portion of the exhibit of 
the health service relates to typhoid 
fever, a disease which annually kills! 
over 14,000 persons in 
the 
United 
States. For over ten years the service 
has conducted a vigorous campaign 
against this disease of filth, the chief 
cause of which is the improper dis­ 
posal of human excrement. 
Various 
types of sanitary toilets and sewage 
disposal tanks are displayed. 
The 
role of the housefly in the spread of 
this infection is important, hence the 
models of this disease bearing insect 
in different stages of development. Of 
interest to farmers and dairymen are 
the large models of an insanitary and 
sanitary 
dairy. 
The 
lesson 
these 
models teach is an 
important 
one. 
Oftentimes contaminated wanter is re­ 
sponsible for the spread of typhoid. 
Just 
how' 
this 
contamination 
is 
brought about is 
illustrated 
in 
a) 
striking model of interest to every 
resident of a rural community. 
The 
improper and proper methods of w'ell 
construction are also demonstrated. 
Malaria, another preventable dis­ 
ease, is transmitted solely 
by 
the 
misquito. Enlarged models of the eggs, 
larvae, and adult forms of this in­ 
sect are exhibited. 
The various me­ 
thods of mosquito destruction are also 
depicted most graphically. 
Locomotive Inspection Service. 
The exhibit illustrating the work 
of the locomotive inspection service 
is of interest to all who have occasion 
to travel by railroad, but more es­ 
pecially to railroad men actively en­ 
gaged in the operation of locomotievs. 
In this work, w'hich is by no means 
a small task, the government super­ 
vises from a "safety first" standpoint 
the condition of some 68.000 locomo­ 
tives in the United 
States, 
wrhich 
furnish a striking example of the in­ 
terest being taken in the nationwide 
movement tow’ard the promotion of 
safety. 
The exhibit includes 
a 
complete 
working model of a locomotive, w'hich 
is used to illustrate various defective 
conditions w hich the law' aims to rem­ 
edy, two complete boilers, which can 
be fired and are used to show circu­ 
lation of water, and other interesting 
facts, sectional models of various lo­ 
comotive appurtenances which have 
caused accidents. 
The Coast Guard Exhibit. 
The t oast Guard exhibit contains 
many interesting appliances used in 
this important branch of federal ser­ 


vice. Among these are, signal lights, 
boat radia set, gun cotton mines for 
destroying 
derelicts, 
a 
regulation 
power 
surf boat of self-bailing non­ 
sinkable type, regulation beach ap­ 
paratus gear, with beach 
cart, 
line 
throwing gun and breeches buoy, the 
latter rigged to show the method of 
operation in rescuing 
people 
from 
vessels wrecked on shore with sea too 
rough to use even the surf boat. 
A 
chart shows the location 
of 
Coast 
Guard vessels and stations, covering 
the 
most 
exposed 
and 
dangerous 
points, and pictures and transpar­ 
encies show the wrork of this service, 
which last year rescued from peril of 
drowning 1,507 people and participated 
in saving property approximating in 
value $11,000,000.00, this in addition 
to enforcement of federal 
law 
and 
much other important patrol work on 
the two coasts, on the Great Lakes, in 
Alaskan waters, and on the High Seas. 
The Public Is Invited. 
The Safety First special will !►© 
open to the public from 
I 
o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon until 9 o'clock 
in the evening. 
Persons desiring-to 
visit the train should do so as early 
as possible, as during the
